THE TRADITIONS OF THE SENATE. 


Shocking th e C onservative I « Iras of tho 
Staid and Solem n Senators. 
It has been an unwritten law in tho senate 
for half a century that a member of that 
body must remain in tho background for sev­ 
eral y ears at least before he dares attract at­ 
tention to himself by any thing he may do or 
say . 
To do otherwise is to announce himself 
“ fresh,” in the vernacular of the streets, while 
such senatorial martinets as Edmunds, Hher- 
man, Hoar, and Beck quietly inform him that 
until he has passed his 
novitiate, so to 
speak, he must be seen and not heard. Of 
course this is vory galliAg to any man of 
sufficient prominence to l*> elected a United 
States senator. 
Blaine, if I um not mis­ 
taken, was tho first new-comer who set at 
defiance the hide-bound traditions of the 
senate. There was a tacit understanding 
among the more conservative leaders on 
both sides of the chamber that Blaine should 
be crowded to the rear and kept there until 
he was well disciplined. 
But Blaine w ould j 
have none of it. 
He had served a long 
apprenticeship in the house, and felt himself 
the peer of any member of the senate. 
Before a week passed he watched liis op­ 
portunity and sprang into n debate in which 
Thurm an, Edmunds, Bayard and one or two 
others were eng ag ed, and scandalized the de­ 
corum of the body by making one of his 
fiery 
and ag g ressive 
sjM'eches, 
common 
enoug h in the house but shocking to the con­ 
servative ideas of the staid and solemn sen­ 
ate. 
This innovation by Blaine has been fol- 
lowed with mere or less success by Hawley, 
Frye, Hale, Culloni, Cong er, and Evarts. 
None of these g entlemen, however, was new 
to public lif.*. 
W ith the ex ception of Mr. 
Evarts each had served successive terms 
the lower branch of cong ress and in the dif­ 
ferent state leg islatures, while Mr. Evarts, 
with his ability as a lawyer and his eig ht 
years'ex j>erience as a cabinet minister, was 
a man to be resected and consult**! rather 
than ig nored andsnpbljed. 
I m nem lter talk­ 
ing with Senate* Cullora on this subject last 
winter, and ex pressing m y surprise th at he 
ban dared to make himself so conspicuous in 
advocating the passag e y f his inter-state com­ 
merce bill. 
“ Several of m y friends have sjx ikon to me 
in tho same m anner,” said ho, “but 1 see 
nothing rem arkable about it.” 
“You are a new m an,” said I, “and new 
men are always ex pected to play the role of 
passive spectators rather than active partici­ 
pants in w hat is g oing on l*eforethem.” 
“A new man the dickens!” he replied, with 
an irritation q uite unusual to him. 
“1 served 
eig ht years in the state leg islature at Spring ­ 
field, eig ht years os g overnor of Illinois, and 
six years as a representative in cong ress. 
If, 
nftar that c*perience, those fellow > [ho men­ 
tioned no names, but I knew* whom lit* r»*- 
f« rm l to] cIkkwo to reg ard me as u g reen sen­ 
ator I shall be g lad to <*ouvlnco them of their 
mistake.” 
I h*pj*m to know* that they did, nil the 
same, but for g ood mid sufficient reasons they 
kept the information to thvniaelvvs.—Wash­ 
ing ton Cor. Chicag o Now» .
